‘Flora and Fauna of South Africa’’ 


The flora of southern Africa is one of the richest in 


the world. In an area the size of Marin, in Cape 
Province, more species can be found than in the 
whole of Great Britain. Many familiar garden 
plants such as the Agapanthus, Strelitzia, and 
Pelargonium are at home here. The bird and 
animal life is also extensive in this part of the 
world, and John Bryan will describe the 
importance of these natural aspects regarding the 
plant explorers who introduced so many of these 
well known plants to our own gardens. 


John E. Bryan, former Director of the Strybing 
Arboretum, and a graduate of the Royal Botanic 
Garden, Edinburgh, is a knowledgeable and 
fascinating speaker, so plan now to see his 
slide/lecture at the June meetings.

Insect inclusion in amber 


Amber has captured the interest of historians, 
geologists, mineralogists, botanists and collectors 
for centuries. Now a major exhibition called 
Amber, on display in Hohfeld Gallery just outside 
the Morrison Auditorium, explores the beauty, 
myths, and scientific value of this ancient treasure. 
Amber is neither gem nor mineral, but fossilized 
resin from trees that lived millions of years ago. 


There is a section of the exhibit on fake amber 
which describes how you can test grandmother’s 
beads for authenticity. Guest Curator Emma-Maria 
Kuster and the museum’s exhibits department 
have installed the show to look like a slice of a 
Polish village near the Baltic Sea, the source of 
some of the richest deposits of amber in the 
world. 


Andy Warhol: Endangered Species, in Lovell 
White Hall, has been increased with the addition 
of three 5-foot square original paintings. The sub- 
jects of this colorful exhibit include ten threatened 
species including our own San Francisco 
Silverspot Butterfly. Through Labor Day.
